Lucy; soothed his ruffled temper and 
became the ‘friend-in-need’ to Monte 
with all the tact of a woman. Miss 
Rae had a very agreeable stage pre- 
sence, though at times, perhaps, she 
might have been more vivacious. 
Kathleen Woods, as Kloompy the 
maid, and Lydia Giberson as Pansy 
Hopscotch, a ‘‘nouveau riche,’ both 
had difficult roles to play, but both 
parts were well acted, though Miss 
Giberson had a tendency to overdo 
certain scenes with an excess of 
movement. Kingsley MacDonald, 
taking the part of Monte Ray, was 
the filial grandson. His attempts to 
keep his grandpa in happy ignor- 
ance were ‘very humorous. Beth 
Caswell, in the part of Dorothy May, 
‘just out of college’ had little dif- 
ficulty in convincing the audience 
that Dorothy was deeply in love with 
Monte though formally aggrieved at 
his seeming flirtations. The stage- 
management showed efficiency in the 
music and in the stage-settings.

Once again Saskatchewan emerges 
victorious in the inter-provincial de- 
bates, with Alberta second and Man- 
itoba third. For three years this 
has been the standing and it was 


fondly hoped that Saskatchewan 
would this year be driven from her 
proud position. 

Alberta, however, gave Saskat- 
chewan her first defeat in two years 
when W. Cassels and J. Mahaffy 
‘were victorious at Saskatoon last 
\Friday, winning by 4 to 2. On the 
same night Saskatchewan scored a 
Yictory over Manitéba to the tune 

f 5 tol. Last night the final con- 
test took place and after a long and 
hard-fought battle the Alberta team, 
consisting of C. Campbell and A. 
Cairns, was defeated by C. Dick and 
D.. McLeod of Manitoba, the score 
being 4 to 2. Thus the final result 
stands Saskatchewan, 7; Alberta, 6; 
and Manitoba, 5. Each vote of a 
jud'ge counted one and an additional 
poiit was given for a victory. 

The main arguments advanced for 
the: establishment of the wheat 
board were as follows: The wheat 
board, since it will control practic- 
ally! all the wheat exported from 
Canada, and since Canadian hard 
wheat is essential to all flour manu- 
facture, will have a virtual corner 
on gne-quarter of the finest wheat 
in the world. This position will en- 
able ‘the board to drive much better 
bargains with the grain dealers of 
other countries than can the present 
band’ of competing sellers.- 

The board could also, by carefully 
feeding the market, greatly reduce 
the costs of transportation and pre- 
vent the great price fluctuations 
that mow worry the_producer. It 
would @hablé the wheat to be placed 
on the world market*wisn-that mar= 
ket is highest and not as at present 
when it is low. 

The board would reduce the nu- 
merous commissions now paid to the 
middlemen and prevent the specula- 
tor reaping the harvest at/ the ex- 
pense of the farmer. It would>tend 
to eliminate the great spread in 
prices between the varying grades 
of wheat. : 

The inauguration of the wheat 
board gives the benefits of a mono- 
poly joined with those of co-opera- 
tion.

fornian fruit ‘\growers was due to 
their great citrus association. The 
Australian farmer also benefitted, it 
was contended by a regulation of 
the grain selling by such a board. 

The negative endeavored to show 
that these weighty arguments did 
not hold water. Such an organiza- 
tion would require an enormous or- 
ganization with capable and efficient 
men to handle it. It gave great 
power to the few and placed them 
in a position where self interest 
might easily dominate over the pub- 
lic welfare. 


The amount of credit necessary to 
move the wheat crop was enormous 
and whereas previously this was as- 
sumed by private individuals, the 
much maligned speculators, under a 
wheat board it would have to be 
borne by the government. A wheat 
board, it was claimed, could | not 
greatly reduce the cost of placing 
the wheat on the market as it did 

ot control the terminal elevators, 
he shipping rates (both oceanic and 
lake), the freight rates, nor the in- 
surance charges. , 

The fluctuations were not the re- 
sult of the action of the speculators 
but of world conditions and the spec- 
ulators by buying on a falling mar- 
ket and selling on a rising one tend- 
ed to prevent the undue violence: of 
these fluctuations. 

It was contended that the prices 
on the world market varied little 
and hence the holding over of grain 
would aid little in securing high 
prices for the farmer. It would only 
tend to pile up storage and insur- 
ance charges. \ 

After their main speeches each 
speaker was given five minutes in 
which to reply to his opponents and 
it was then that tle-audience en- 
joyed a real passage of arms. 

Prof Log, presiding, welcomed 
the debaters on behalf*of. Alberta, 
and when the» fatal time arrived, 
gave the decision of the judges, who 
were Messrs. H. M. E. Evans, W. T.

FIERCE FIGHTING 
FOR MED FLAGS 


Lawyers Remove Flag in a.m.— 
Meds on Guard.—Attack 
by Engineers 


On Friday afternoon hostilities 
were reopened between the Engi- 
neers and the Meds over the pos- 
session of the-sacred emblem of the 
Knights of the Scalpel. The skir- 
mishes centred around the flag 
poles and the ascents to them. 

In the first’ engagement, one di- 
vision of the Science army which at- 
tempted to storm ,the enemy’s cita- 
del was surprised and captured.

- Franco-German Question

Avignon, Jan. 5th, 1923. 


The French are slowly realizing 
that a new phase of post war poli- 
tics has been reached. The gen- 
uine amazement of their press when 
Bonar Law’s plan was published was 
so great that only tonight does it 
announce that the hour for action 
has arrived. Bonar Law has called 
the French bluff, but the French are 
going to carry it through. Ail men 
on leave in the army have been re- 
called, and the army of occupation 
is standing to. The French, for 
their part, dared England to leave 
her alone, and England has done 
it. From one point of view this is 
a distinct improvement. The long 
series of Lloyd’ George conferences 
was only irritating everyone. The 
situation is now clearer. 


The French people are furious 
with England. They feel that they 
have been betrayed. The- press is 
generally milder in tone, and insists 
on the necessity of keeping the En- 
tente Cordiale on its feet as long as 
possible. I think that sentiment is 
sincere enough. 

But the issue lies deeper than a 
mere matter of a few milliard of 
gold marks. It is not first a matter 
of Reparations. Slowly and reluc- 
tantly I have come to the conclusion, 
openly voiced of course all over 
Germany and to a lesser extent in 
England, that the French are after 
Germany’s scalp. Here are two or 
three minor points I have noticed. 
In Ludwigshafen, lying in French 
occupied territory across the Rhine 
from Mannheim, I noticed that the 
German street signs had been re- 


placed with French ones. The 
‘“‘Kaiserstrasse” had become the 
“Rue de |’Empereur.” This is, of 


course, what the Germans did in 
Northern France during the war, 
but it is ‘a childish reprisal. Oy is 
it more? In Essen I had the good 


5 |luck to spend a day with the Eng- 


lish members of the Disarmament 
Commission. They told me of the 
constant trouble they were having 
with the French. The Ruhr is a 
ticklish place, for the German man- 
agers, even with the best will in the 
world, found it exceedingly difficult 
to handle their workmen on any dis- 
armament work. The workmen 
simply would not do/it. I don’t say 
that the German anagers would 
display any ‘‘bonne volunte.” They 
do not. 


Here again. tact would overcome 
difficulties, but French methods 
were always suggestive of the mailed 
fist,—domineering and overbearing. 
One clause of the Treaty called for 
the destruction of all German ma- 
chinery and equipment which could 
not be turned. to peace time indus- 
trial ends. The Germans promptly 
turned all their equipment to peace 
work, though they had to do some 
unnecessary production to achieve 
this end. The French officials ob- 
jected, and wished to interfere. The 
English delegates pointed to the 
text of the Treaty, and remonstrat- 
ed, admitting, however, that the 
Treaty was useless. “Then,” said 
the Frenchmen, ‘why should we not 
make it a better one?” Lastly, I 
have seen several items in the 
French Press, purporting to come 
from Germany, indicating the desire 
of the Rhineland to separate from 
Germany. If these are true, I am 


most surprised. I do \not believe _ 


them. 


The French may ery to high) 
heaven that they do not have any 
“annexionist”’? ambitions. But I am 
afraid that they want more than 
their Reparations bill. |Foch has 
told them that France’s natural de- 
fensive border is the Rhine, and 
that idea has gone home. For one 
thing they find that the Lorraine iron 
basin is not of much use to them. Be- 
fore the~war, the Germans brought 
the Lorraine iron to the Ruhr coal, 
and smelted it there. But -the 
French have no coal, or at least not 
enough. ;

I do not say that the French want 


annexation. They must know they 
could not hold the Rhineland even 
if they did have it. It is more likely 


that they hope, by applying heavy ~ 


pressure, to disrupt the Reich. More. 
than one Englishman who has lived 
in Germany before and after the 
war, has predicted this to me as a 
certainty. Their point is that the 
different German states came toge- 
ther in a union based on greed, and 
that it would dissolve when condi- 
tions were unfavorable. Certainly 
there is little enough love lost be- 
tween the South German and the 
Prussian. Bavaria kicked over the 
traces badly last summer. But I 
shall be surprised if, the Reich does 
give way. The younger generations 
seemed to me to place Germany be- 
fore Baden, or Wurtemberg or Ba- 
varia.

. that the fault is not entirely in the debaters. Prob- 
ably the truth is that listening to a useful discussion 
is too much exertion for us and has such a close re- 
semblance to our regular lectures that we prefer to 
spend ‘the time at a show or dance. This may be 
very natural but it is sadly significant of a tendency 
_ in the world at large which is threatening to thor- 
oughly’ discredit Democracy. Surely at a University, 
_ if anywhere, there should be a real interest in the 
problems of the day, upon the solution of which the 
future of our land depends.

Editor, The Gateway, 

Dear Sir:—I have just read your 
editorial on the Rhodes Scholarship 
and from it I get the impression that 
perhaps’ the relation of the Univer- 
sity to the Rhodes Scholarship is not 
yet understood by the students, al- 
though it has been explained on var- 
ious oceasions in the past. 

To begin with, the University as 
such has nothing whatever to do 
with the matter. The Rhodes Schol- 
arship for Alberta is open to any 
student of the Province of Alberta 
in any University in Canada and 
does not belong by right to any stu- 
dent of the University of Alberta. 

Secondly, the decision in the mat- 
ter is not a decision of the Univer- 
sity authorities. It is a|decision of 
a committee appointed by the 
Rhodes | Trust of which certain per- 
sons connected with the University 
are members. The Committee con- 
sists of the President of the Univer- 
sity; the Chancellor, ex-officio; the 
Chief Justice of the Province as 
such, not because he is Chairman of 
the Board of Governors; the Lieut- 
enant-Governor of the Province as 
Lieutenant-Governor and not be/ 
eause of his official connection with 


the University; the Minister of Edu- |, 


cation of the Province; and Profes- 
sor Burt who was appointed by the 


Rhodes Trust because he is an ex-| 


Rhodes Scholar. 

It so happens that of recent years 
the choice has always been ‘among 
men who were students at this Uni+ 
versity, but at any time applicants 
from this University may find them- 
selves in competition with an Al- 
berta student of either McGill or To- 
ronto. : 

The Committee of Selection is act- 
ing for the Rhodes Trust and on 
conditions which the Rhodes Trust 
prescribes, not on conditions pre- 
seribed by the University. 

With regard to the conditions 
under which the selection is made 
by the Committee, permit me ito 
state that in April 1921 the Rhodes 
Trust issued the following document 
to the Committee to guide them in 
selection. This document replaces 
all formey documents on the subject: 


Rhodes Scholarships ; 
Instructions to Committees | 
Principles Governing the Selection 
of Scholars 


1. ‘The Trustees desire that the 
selection. of “Rhodes Scholars shall 


be carried out with careful. regard |’ 


to the definition of fitness given by 
Mr. Rhodes in his will, viz.:— t 
(a) Ability and. scholastic attain- 
ments. : 
' (b) Force of character and capa- 
city for leadership as shown by 
‘manhood, truth, courage, devotion 
to duty, sympathy for and protec- 
tion of the weak, kindliness, unsel- 
fishness and fellowship.’ 
(c) Physical vigour, as shown by 


\‘fondness of and success in manly 


outdoor sports.’ 


2. “Mr. Rhodes wished his 
Scholars to be chosen especially for 
the possession of those mental and 
moral qualities which would be 
‘likely in after-life to guide them 
to esteem the performance of 
public duties as their highest 
aim.’ He explained for the guid- 
ance of those who would have 
the choice of Scholars that his ideal 
Scholar would be characterized by a 
strong combination of the first two 
sets of qualities. While he also de- 
sired that all his Scholars should 
have manliness and physical vigour, 
his main emphasis was laid upon in- 
tellectual and moral force, and he 
did not intend that his Scholars 
should be chosen for, “athletic” pre- 
eminence in the narrower sense of 
that term. The Trustees hope that 


'|Committees will bear these wishes 


of the Founder most carefully in 
mind when determining the weight 
to be attached to the different qual- 
ities in each of the candidates who 
offer themselves for selection. Some 
distinction either of character or of 
intellect should be looked for, and 
close attention should be given to 
Mr. Rhodes’s wish that the perform- 
ance of public duties should be his 
Scholars’ highest aim.” 


These instuctions were drawn up 
after twenty years experience in the 
administration of the Rhodes Trust 
and are the only thing the Commit- 
tee has for guidance. I have asked 
the Secretary, Mr. Mackenzie, if he 
will prepare a fuller statement cov- 
ering these instructions for the Cal- 
endar, for next year, and we shall 
keep the full instructions in the, Cal- 
endar annually. 


With regard to the method by 
which the Committee chooses the 
qualities of manhood, permit me 
to say that every applicant is asked 
in the Memorandum which is placed 
in his hands to put in a statement of 
his athletic and general activities 
and interests at college. This state- 
ment shows what positions of re- 
sponsibility any candidate has held 
as the result of the franchise of his 
fellow students. As a matter of 
fact, the positions which a man has 
occupied as the result of the student 
franchise is the determining factor 
in forming a «judgment on _ that 
point and I do not know any better 
way to find out a student’s ability 
as a leader than by taking. this 
record into consideration. Further, 
as students who receive at the 
hands of their fellow students posi- 
tions of major responsibility are in 
constant contact with me during 
their college course, I have personal- 
ly, in addition to this record, the 
very best kind of opportunity to 
form a judgment. As a member of 
the Committee, I always take care 
to have the details with respect to 
the above clearly in mind and I am 
sure this is the case with the other 
members of the Committee as well.
